REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This is in response to applicant's amendment filed 2/20/2009, in which claims 31 
and 32 have been canceled. Claims 2-6, 8-30, 33 and 34 are pending. 

After further search and thorough examination of the present application, claims 
2-6, 8-30, 33 and 34 are found to be in condition for allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 2-6, 8- 
30, 33 and 34 are allowed for the reason as stated in the applicant's remarks on pages 
10-1 2, filed on 10/13/2008. 

The present application specifically teaches obtaining ranging information of 
devices by eavesdropping on messages between other devices in the system and 
determining the distances between the devices. By use of eavesdropping the number of 
transmissions associated with ranging Information is reduced, thus reducing potential 
collisions on the network. Applicant's independent claims 8, 21 and 34 comprise 
particular combination of elements and steps, which are neither taught nor suggested 
by prior art.
